I.    LOCATION. 

The  Normal  School  is  situated  at  Holly  Springs,  in  Marshall  county,  the  most 
beautiful  and  decidedly  the  healthiest  spot  in  the  State.  It  is  accessible  by  the 
New  Orleans,  St.  Louis  and  Chicago  R.  R.,  so  that  students  coming  from  any 
part  of  the  State  can  easily  make  connection  with  this  road  either  at  Grenada  or 
at  Grand  Junction. 

n.     ESTABLISHMENT.

III.  ADMISSION. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  school  must  present  testimonials  of  a  good 
moral  character.  Males  must  have  attained  the  age  of  fifteen,  and  females  the 
age  of  fourteen,  before  they  can  be  received  as  applicants. 

Each  pupil  must  undergo  a  written  examination,  and  answer  correctly  a  cer- 
tain per  centum  of  a  set  of  questions  prepared  particularly  for  such  examinations. 

As  the  law  requiring  students  to  be  appointed  by  the  Representatives  of  their 
respective  counties  is  no  longer  in  effect,  any  person  fulfilling  all  of  the  above 
requirements,  will  be  received  as  a  member  of  the  school. 

Each  pupil,  on  entering,  must  acquaint  the  Principal  of  his  or  her  boarding 
place. 

IV.  STANDARD. 

Durit^g  the  present  year  the  standard  has  been  raised,  and  the  optional  studies 
made  a  part  of  the  regular  course.  As  the  course  of  studies  occupies  four  years, 
no  time  can  be  taken  from  any  study  without  a  loss  to  the  pupil.  Those  who 
are.  compelled  to  leave  school  and  teach  during  the  term,  will  not  be  allowed  to 
go  on  with  their  regular  class  at  their  return,  unless  he  or  she  has  kept  up  with 
the  class  during  absence,  as  no  class  will  be  kept  back  on  account  of  its  absent 
members. 


Some  changes  in  the  arrangement  of  tlie  studies  have  been  made  by  which  it 
will  require  a  higher  degree  of  scholarship  to  enter  the  school,  and  allow  the 
addition  of  several  new  studies. 

A  system  of  monthly  examinations  has  been  introduced  in  connection  with  the 
regular  closing  examinations,  and  has  been  found  to  give  a  new  impetus  to  the 
studies. 

V.    TUITION. 

No  charges  are  made  for  tuition.     Books  are  furnished  by  the  State. 

Lessons  in  Vocal  and  Instrumental  Music  are  given  to  those  who  desire  them. 


VI.     EXPENSES. 

Board  can  be  obtained  at  prices  ranging  from  ^lo.oo  to  ^15.00  per  month. 
Washing  costs  from  50  cents  to  $  I  00  per  dozen. 

VII. 

The  strictest  discipline  is  enforced  in  the  school  and  at  the  boarding  houses. 
Students  are  required  to  be  in  their  rooms  at  a  certain  hour  in  tlie  evening,  to 
remain  there  until  morning,  unless  permission  to  be  out  has  been  given  by  the 
Principal. 

The  following  By-Laws  have  been  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

1st,  That  the  daily  opening  exercises  of  the  school  shall  consist  of  reading 
the,  and  the  repetition  of  the  Lord's  prayer. 

2d.  That  each  pupil  shall  be  required  to  attend  some  place  of  worship — 
whatever  he  himself  may  choose — at  least  once  on  Sabbath.  The  Rrincipal  shall 
keep  a  strict  record  of  the  attendance  of  each,  and  a  continued  refusal  on  the 
part  of  a  pupil  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  By-Law,  shall,  unless  a 
good  excuse  can  be  given,  be  considered  sufficient  grounds  for  expulsion.  The 
opportunities  for  religion  are  good,  Sunday-Schools  an  1  Services  are  held  in  the 
different  denominations  in  the  city. 

The  School  is  not  under  the  charge  of  any  religious  denomination.  It  is 
supported  by  the  State  and  is  entirely  separate  from  any  other  institution. 

Connected  with  the  School  there  are  three  Literary  Societies,  of  which  all  of 
the  Students  are  members.  They  are  the  Orient  and  the  Excelsior,  which  are 
composed  of  an  equal  division  of  the  pupils,  and  which  are  wholly  governed  by 
them. 

The  Normal  or  General  Society  is  composed  of  all  of  the  pupils  and  governed 
by  them,  but  under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty. 

The  General  Society  has  exercises  every  week,  the  Orient  and  Excelsior  have 
exercises  every  other  week. 
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A  perfect  drill  is  thus  afforded  the  pupils  in  parliamentary  usages.  The  exer- 
cises of  the  Societies  consist  in  composition,  declamation  and  debate. 

The  attendance  during  the  year  has  been  so  great,  that,  at  times,  all  could  not 
be  comfortably  seated. 

Gymnastics  and  Music  are  a  part  of  the  daily  exercises  of  the  School. 

The  Fall  term  of  1875  will  begin  It  is  hoped  that  all  who 

expect  to  attend  during  the  Fall,  will  be  present  during  the  first  day  of  the  term, 
as  new  classes  will  not  be  formed  for  those  who  drop  in  after  the  term  begins. 
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
